mated 20 million dollars in rev ­ 
enue each two y ears would g o to 
the state’s schools. 
But the proposed Petrash tax 
wouldn't raise the increase in the 
money needed by Ohio schools in 
the nex t^ two y ears. In fact, it’s 
fiv e million dollars short of pro­ 
v iding enoug h ex tra money for 
schools ev en if the Leg islature lets 
the school subsidy law stand just 
as it is. 
The Petrash proposal illustrates 
the financial jam in which the 


Leg islature finds itself and the 
warning Gov . Frank J . Lausche 
issued in his “ State of the State” 
messag e three weeks ag o. 
Two y ears ag o, the Leg islature 
v oted a two-y ear school subsidy 
of 231 million dollars. But, in the 
nex t two y ears, school enrollments 
will hav e g rown. The two-y ear 
need, under the present subsidy 
formula, will be 256 millions just 
because there are more y oung ­ 
sters to be educated. 
The tax on pop would make the 


difference, all ex cept for a mat­ 
ter of fiv e million dollars. 
Then there are new demands on 
the state treasury : 
A school surv ey commission pro­ 
posal for a new subsidy sy stem 
estimated roug hly to cost 300 mil­ 
lion 
d ollars ev ery 
two 
y ears— 
about 69 million dollars more than 
the last two y ears and about 49 
millions more than the tax on pop 
would bring in. 
A demand from the cities for 


twice the 19 million dollars allotted 
in the last two y ears for poor re­ 
lief. 
The question is: Where is the 
money coming from? 
Both Lausche and the Leg isla­ 
ture are worried. 
The g ov ernor and sev eral of the 
Leg islature’s financial ex perts met | 
last nig ht to look ov er the state’s 
two - y ear budg et. It still is far 
out of balance. 
In adv ance of the meeting , they 
I 


could not see how the state can 
meet its present oblig ations to 
schools and poor relief, let alone 
any increases. As one leg isla tor1 
put it; 
“ The state treasury ’s 
spong e, 
which alway s could be squeezed for 
another million dollars or so, sud- J 
denly has g one dry .” 
According to law, the g ov ernor 
should submit his two - y ear bud­ 
g et today . He w'on’t. It will be at 
least another two weeks. The com­ 


bination of the death of Finance 
Director Herbert Defenbacher and 
the financial crisis make prompt 
deliv ery of the state budg et im­ 
possible. 
While the state’s financial prob­ 
lems were hashed ov er, Republi­ 
can leaders of both houses of the 
GOP - dominated Leg islature came 
closer to a decision on their state 
prog ram for the nex t two y ears, 
The 
leadership held its third 
meeting with GOP State Chairman 
Ray C. Bliss in adv ance of last 
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nig ht’s session which marked the 
start of the fifth week of business, 
As a departure from past y ears, 
when leg islativ e policy was de­ 
cided without the consent of the 
full membership, both houses hav e

TAIPEH, Formosa (B—An Amer­ 
ican source today said the finishing 
touches to an ag reed announce­ 
ment clarify ing the status of the 
Nationalist Chinese offshore island 
outposts is being hammered out in 
Washing ton. 
The report came on the heels of

ment that four Communist war­ 
ships shelled Nationalist Yushan 
Island, 30 miles northeast of the 
Tachens, then “ fled under strong 
fire from the defenders.” 
The ministry also said a lone

to flee. No damag e to either side 
was reported.

Another minor ev acuation of ci­ 
v ilians was carried out today in 
two U. S.-built, Nationalist-operat­ 
ed landing ships. But U. S. Nav y 
help would be needed for a whole­ 
sale withdrawal.

mated 20 million dollars in rev­ 
enue each two years would go to 
the state’s schools. 
But the proposed Petrash tax 
wouldn’t raise the increase in the 
money needed by Ohio schools in 
the next, two years. In fact, it’s 
five million dollars short of pro­ 
viding enough extra money for 
schools even if the Legislature lets 
the school subsidy law stand just 
as it is. 
The Petrash proposal illustrates 
the financial jam in which the 


Legislature finds itself and the 
warning Gov. Frank J. Lausche 
issued in his “State of the State” 
message three weeks ago. 
Two years ago, the Legislature 
voted a two-year school subsidy 
of 231 million dollars. But, in the 
next two years, school enrollments 
will 
have grown. The two-year 
need, under the present subsidy 
formula, will be 256 millions just 
because there are more young­ 
sters to be educated. 
The tax on pop would make the 


difference, all except for a m at­ 
ter of five million dollars. 
Then there are new demands on 
the state treasury; 
A school survey commission pro­ 
posal for a new subsidy system 
estimated roughly to cost 300 mil­ 
lion 
dollars 
every 
two years— 
about 69 million dollars more than 
the last two years and about 49 
millions more than the tax on pop 
would bring in. 
A demand from the cities for 


twice the 19 million dollars allotted 
in the last two years for poor re­ 
lief. 
The question is; Where is the 
money coming from? 
Both Lausche and the Legisla­ 
ture are worried. 
The governor and several of the 
Legislature’s financial experts met 
last night to look over the state’s 
two - year budget. It still is far 
out of balance. 
In advance of the meeting, they 


could not see how the state can 
meet its present obligations to 
schools and poor relief, let alone 
any increases. As one legislator 
put it: 
‘‘The state treasury’s sponge, 
which always could be squeezed for 
another million dollars or so, sud­ 
denly has gone dry.” 
According to law-, the governor 
should submit his two - year bud­ 
get today. He won’t. It will be at 
least another two weeks. The com­ 


bination of the death of Finance 
Director Herbert Defenbacher and 
the financial crisis make prompt 
delivery of the state budget im­ 
possible. 
While the state’s financial prob­ 
lems were hashed over, Republi­ 
can leaders of both houses of the 
GOP - dominated Legislature came 
closer to a decision on their state 
program for the next two years. 
The leadership held its third 
meeting with GOP State Chairman 
Ray C. Bliss in advance of last, 


night’s session which marked the 
start of the fifth week of business. 
As a departure from past years,

State Council Hands 
Program To Assembly, 
Detailing Functions 


COLUMBUS 
—A classification j 
plan for 18.408 miles of state high­ 
ways, divided into major, auxil­ 
iary and local state highway sys­ 
tems, was submitted to the Legis­ 
lature today by the Ohio Highway 
Construction Council. 
The job of classifying the state 
highways was assigned to the coun­ 
cil by the Legislature in 1953. 
The plan submitted today de­ 
tailed the auxiliary 
and 
local 
state highway 
systems. 
Major 
thoroughfares were listed in a 
previous 
report 
in 
November 
1953, hut at that time it was de­ 
cided to make a more careful re­ 
view of auxiliary and local sys­ 
tems. 
In the plan, the*council designat­ 
ed 9.222.92 miles as auxiliary state 
highways and 3,908.57 miles as lo­ 
cal state highways, retaining the 
major thoroughfare system of 6,- 
277.43 miles submitted in 1953. 
The classification report included 
a map in three colors showing the 
council’s classification of the high­ 
ways. The report also listed sep­ 
arate 
county 
statistics, 
giving 
mileage of each state highway on 
the three divisions as determined 
by the council. 
Each state highway was separ­ 
ately studied and given a classifi­ 
cation according to its volume of 
traffic, its relation to major thor­ 
oughfares and the number of coun­ 
ties it served.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (JWHigher 
wages but fewer jobs is the fore­ 
cast for 1955 
received

AFL 
leaders today as they opened top­ 
level winter meetings. 
The AFL Executive Council, a 17- 
member policy-making 
group of 
the big labor organization, studied 
a report prepared by AFL econo­ 
mists predicting that unions will 
win substantial wage boosts. 
The report, at the same time, 
expressed fear that unemployment 
will average about four million 
throughout the year, or a million 
higher than the jobless average of 
1954. 
An above normal increase among 
the available workers, partly due 
to scheduled reductions in the mil­ 
itary forces, plus new productive 
efficiencies, were listed as reasons 
for the expected hike in the num­ 
ber of unemployed. 
The AFL council was expected 
to endorse several steps designed 
to bolster the economy and help 
reduce unemployment. One favor­ 
ite AFL antidote is higher exemp­ 
tions to reduce income tax pay­ 
ments among wage earners. An­ 
other is to increase the present 75 
cents an hour minimum wage. 
The 1955 economic outlook put 
before the council said that wage 
increases, which it claims unions 
will seek and get in 1955, will help 
buoy consumer purchasing power.

COLUMBUS (Jh—1The days of tele­ 
phone party-line “ hogs” in 
Ohio 
are numbered. 
It took the Ohio Senate Commit­ 
tee on Highways and Public Utili­ 
ties just IO minutes last night to 
recommend passage of a bill pro­ 
viding fines and jail terms for per­ 
sons who refuse to yield use of par­ 
ty lines in emergencies. 
There is another side to the coin, 
however. The bill provides similar 
penalties ($50 to $500 fines and 30 
days to six months in jail) for per­ 
sons who fake emergencies just 
to get the line. 
The bill defines an emergency as 
a situation which endangers life or 
property. In other words, if the bill 
becomes law, it would be wise and 
proper to surrender use of a party 
line if another telephone subscrib­ 
er breaks in and demands use of 
the line to call a doctor, an ambu­ 
lance or the police or fire depart­ 
ments. 
An amendment 
requires 
each 
telephone company to print in its 
director a warning that refusal to 
yield a party phone in an emer­ 
gency is a misdemeanor punish­ 
able with stiff penalties. 
Most of Ohio’s telephone comp­ 
anies and the state’s police and 
fire associations are supporting the 
proposal.

spending to 13‘i billion dollars and 
reduce the arm ed forces still fur­

driven Chiang to Form osa, seem ed 
f c to he m aking preparations to cap ­ 
ture it. The JC S recom m ended a 
“ m odest p rogram ’’ of m ilitary help 
for Chiang. The State Departm ent 
opposed the idea and won out. 
On Dec. 23, 1949, that depart­ 
ment issued a guide for broad­ 
casters of the Voice of A m erica, 
telling them to explain to the world 
that

had 
no 
strategic 
value and w asn't worth defending. 
Acheson said this w as done to 
save the United States from em ­ 
barrassm en t when Form osa fell to 
the Reds. The real story, as he 
told it at the hearings, u a s this: 
The United States w as too weak 
to defend Form osa. 
Trum an, backing up the State 
D epartm ent, on Ja n . 5, 1950 said I 
the United States would not de-1 
fend Form osa. On June 27, 1950, 
two d ays after the Korean W ar 
started, Trum an decided to defend

Amon g these recen t dev elop­ 
men ts are: 
Pathilon —A n ew u lcer dru g 
reported to reliev e pain by relax ­ 
in g the spasm of the stomach. 
Relax ation helps to heal u lcers. 
Eliminates Side Effects 
Dr. Ju liu s M. Ru ffin , professor 
of medicin e at Du ke Un iv ersity 
Medical School, fou n d th a t the 
u se of Pathilon v irtu ally elim i­ 
n ated ordin ary side effects of 
dru g treatm en ts su ch as dry 
mou th, u rin ary reten tion an d 
distu rban ces of v ision . 
Dr. Ru ffin an d his associates 
emphasized th at a pain reliev ­ 
in g dru g su ch as Pathilon shou ld 
be u sed in addition to u su al 
therapy an d n ev er as a su bstitu te 
for treatm en t. Pathilon is ex ­ 
pected to be released for u se soon . 
Said to Allev iate Depression 
M eratran —A dru g said to ele­ 
v ate the moods of depressed or 
emotion ally tired patien ts. The 
dru g is made in pill form. If taken 
two or three times a day , it is 
reported to restore a patien t’s 
n ormal 
alertn ess, 
produ ctiv ity 
an d in terest. 
It is reported to be effectiv e for 
as lon g as 24 hou rs. It does n ot 
affect the sleepin g habits, heart 
or appetite of a patien t. 
Use of radioactiv e phosphoru s 
an d a Geiger cou n ter is reported 
to determin e w hether can cer is 
cau sin g pressu re behin d the ey es. 
The radioactiv e atoms are con ­ 
cen trated If can cer is Dresen t. 


The atoms can then be measu red 
by the Geiger cou n ter. 
The Sloan -Ketterin g In stitu te 
in New York recen tly an n ou n ced 
n ew adv an ces in lu n g can cer 
research. 
In stitu te 
scien tists 
reported 
the first su ccessfu l growth of 
n ormal hu m an lu n g tissu e 
in 
laboratory an imals. Accordin g to 
the scien tists, this procedu re will 
be u sed to help them determ in e 
“w hether or n ot compon en ts of 
cigaret smoke th at cau se can cer 
in mou se skin will also do so in 
the hu m an lu n g.” 
Another Aid 
A progress report released by 
the In stitu te’s board of tru stees 
also describes a n ew diagn ostic 
aid for the earlier detection of 
lu n g can cer. 
A gen tle washin g of the re­ 
spiratory passages collects cells 
discarded from the lin in gs of 
these passages. If an early can cer 
is presen t, the cells may be fou n d 
in the washin gs. 
Su ch a procedu re may also per­ 
m it stu dy of cellu lar chan ges 
which precede dev elopmen t of 
lu n g can cer.

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SEEKING SUNKEN MILLIONS 
ONCE MOKE A group of treasure seek­ 


ers are planning an adventurous descent 
into the depths of the Atlantic, with high 
hopes of bringing back something more 
valuable than snails. 
This time the sunken treasure is that of 
an old British warship, the De Braak, 
which, in 1797 was supposed to have cap­ 
sized in a storm about a half-mile off Cape 
Henlopen, Delaware, overloaded with a 
multimillion dollar cargo of gold and silver, 
not to mention some 70 tons of copper that 
were piled high on her deck. 
Delaware has given the party, headed by 
Robert Howarth IV of Wallingford, P a., a 
green 
light permit, which protects the 
group from any “me, too” searchers in re­ 
turn for IO per cent of any booty lifted from 
the briny deep. 
Legend and history combined p a i n t a 
rather interesting career for the De Braak. 
It seems the British were rather stretching 
the point when they claimed to be the own­ 
ers in fact, it was a second-hand v e s s e l 
when they acquired it. 
It was built by the Dutch for their navy 
in 1787, captured first by the French and 
then by the British. Piloted by these m as­ 
ters, th^ De Braak captured a Spanish 
treasure ship in the Caribbean. It wa s . 
while loaded to overflowing with this plun­ 
der that she made her final plunge in Dela­ 
w are Bay in the spring or her tenth year. 
Whether, after one and a half centuries, 
the ruins of this once proud galleon can be 
found would seem to be rather doubtful, but 
the reward for success certainly is tempt­ 
ing bait. 


FAST FREIGHT 
THAT CARGO business ultimately will 
surpass passenger business of the airlines 
was widely predicted at a convention of 
airplane m anufacturers in New York. They 
predict an enormous increase in passen­ 
ger totals also. Other predictions centered 
on nuclear-powered turbines and p l a n e s 
“cruising” at 1,500 miles an hour. 
But it is the prophecy of expansion of 
air freight to speed shipments across con­ 
tinent and across the world that is really 
intriguing.

George E. Sokolsky's 
These Days 


For nearly three decades, I have been 


fighting fat. Before I went to the Russian 
Revolution in 1917, I was a skinny fellow, 
but once I reached China, I began to put 
on weight. After not eating 
in Russia, 
eating became the greatest of joys and, 
in China, I enjoyed myself. 
So I upped the usual three meals a day 
to five. As breakfast is the most import- 
’'ant meal, according to the dietitians, I 
dutifully did my duty. Breakfast became a 
ritualistic m eal; the courses stretched out 
to take enough time to read all the news­ 
papers available. 
My cook was a splendid artist who re­ 
velled at his m aster’s enjoyment of delic­ 
acies at breakfast. The Number One Boy 
enjoyed it too. Soon the Master would look 
like the Laughing Buddha which would 
surely bring the household good luck. Be­ 
sides, they got IO percent of everything 
that we spent. 
Lunch was supposed to be 
a 
smaller 
meal but somehow, as prosperity cam e, it | 
became the important time of day to hold 
business conferences, to meet important 
personalities. Who could diet or skimp on 
such an 
occasion; 
it might annoy the 
guest or the host whichever it might be? 
Then cam e tea. We lived in those days 
in a British atmosphere and tea was very 
important. There are, of course, no calor­ 
ies in tea, but there are little sandwiches 
and crumpets and hot butter and muffins 
and cakes and pate de fois gras and all the 
goodies that are called snacks. 
No one 
wants to offend 
a hostess 
by 
ignoring 
what she so carefully prepared. 
Often I would visit an old Chinese friend, 
Tong Shao-yi, about tea-time. Tong had 
studied at 
Columbia 
University 
in 
the 
1870’s and had become a great figure in 
both imperial and republican China. Tea­ 
time was when he took his coffee. He said 
that his coffee came from Hawaii, and he 
made it carefully, fixing each cup with 
his delicate, artistic fingers. First, he put 
some sugar in the cup; then some cream ; 
then he poured half hot milk 
and half 
hot coffee. It was a filling experience. 
In China, it is an offense not to accept 
an invitation. Sometimes I would go to 
two or three or even more a night, and 
sample such cuisine as is unimaginable 
to American steak-eaters. 
I would always say that really I had had 
hardly anything to eat or drink but that 
was because I never did learn how to multi­ 
ply. Therefore late at night, after copy 
was written and in, I would meet my wife 
somewhere to dance, she 
having 
spent 
the evening on her own because most of 
my engagements were with men only, 
sing-song girls not being counted as guests. 
How is it possible to dance without eating 
something to pay for a seat at a table? 
Since then it has been a battle with ob­ 
esity. Each doctor has his own diet list— 
designed to discourage eating at all. 
The doctors all gave me the wrong ad­ 
vice. Instead, I got a dog. My old dog, 
Brownie, who died was a gentle soul who 
adjusted herself to me. I took 
her out 
when I chose or got someone else to do 
it. Presently, I have a Dutchman whose 
real name is Walsdaag but we call him 
Joe. Joe brooks no nonsense. Either he is 
taken out at the right time or he produc­ 
es clear 
evidence 
of 
his 
desires 
and 
needs. It is a question of faying the car­ 
pets.

New Steps in Medicine 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
MEDICAL science is constantly 
making great strides both in re­ 
search methods and in actual de­ 
velopment of new medicines. 
Among these recent develop­ 
ments are: 
Pathilon—A new ulcer drug 
reported to relieve pain by relax­ 
ing the spasm of the stomach. 
Relaxation helps to heal ulcers. 
Eliminates Side Effects 
Dr. Julius M. Ruffin, professor 
of medicine at Duke University 
Medical School, found that the 
use of Pathilon virtually elimi­ 
nated ordinary side effects of 
drug treatments such as dry 
mouth, urinary retention and 
disturbances of vision. 
Dr. Ruffin and his associates 
emphasized that a pain reliev­ 
ing drug such as Pathilon should 
be used In addition to usual 
therapy and never as a substitute 
for treatm ent. Pathilon is ex­ 
pected to be released for use soon. 
Said to Alleviate Depression 
Meratran—A drug said to ele­ 
vate the moods of depressed or 
emotionally tired patients. The 
drug is made in pill form. If taken 
two or three times a day, it is 
reported to restore a patient’s 
normal 
alertness, 
productivity 
and interest. 
It is reported to be effective for 
as long as 24 hours. It does not 
affect the sleeping habits, heart 
or appetite of a patient. 
Use of radioactive phosphorus 
and a Geiger counter is reported 
to determine whether cancer is 
causing pressure behind the eyes. 
The radioactive atoms are con­ 
centrated if cancer is Dresent. 


The atoms can then be measured 
by the Geiger counter. 
The Sloan-Kettering Institute 
in New York recently announced 
new advances in lung cancer 
research. 
Institute 
scientists 
reported 
the first successful growth of 
normal human lung tissue in 
laboratory animals. According to 
the scientists, this procedure will 
be used to help them determine 
“whether or not components of 
cigaret smoke that cause cancer 
In mouse skin will also do so In 
the human lung.” 
Another Aid 
A progress report released by 
the Institute's board of trustees 
also describes a new diagnostic 
aid for the earlier detection of 
lung cancer. 
A gentle washing of the re­ 
spiratory passages collects cells 
discarded from the linings of 
these passages. If an early cancer 
is present, the cells may be found 
In the Washings. 
Such a procedure may also per­ 
mit study of cellular changes 
which precede development of 
lung cancer. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
G. G.: Do you think it advisable 
for a woman to be exposed to 
German measles before preg­ 
nancy? 
Answer: It Is not advisable for 
anyone 
to deliberately expose 
themselves to any disease. By be­ 
ing 
extremely 
careful 
during 
pregnancy not to contact persons 
suspected 
of 
having 
German 
measles, 
the 
disease 
may 
be 
avoided.

W HILE WE, as a nation, do not 
celebrate Grou ndhog Day , we are 
v agu ely or keenly aware of it de­ 
p ending on how mu ch p u blicity ou r 
newsp ap ers giv e to the su bject. 
Howev er, there is a bit of su p er­ 
stition lu rking in nearly ev ery one, 
and it is a blase indiv idu al indeed 
who does not ex claim in real or 
mock dismay when the su n shines 
brightly , ev en for a few moments 
on Feb. 2: “That does it!

Ma rmo ta

of the United States than the 
badger, the former w-as giv en the 
somewhat thankless job of stand- 
in here.

BACK of the whole thing there

We’re so glad that our City Fa­ 
thers put the kibosh on the idea of 
junking the old firebell in the tow­ 
er on the City Building and install­ 
ing in its place 
a 
new tangled 
noise-maker. 
Not so long ago, someone tried 
to put over a screw ball idea of 
modernizing the appearance of 
our old City Hall by plastering it 
with some sort of a simulated- 
stone effect. Our alert council­ 
men also promptly squashed this. 
Ifs about time we are waking up 
and quit destroying all that re­ 
mains of the traditional things of 
old Roundtown. 
The City Hall was built in 1860. 
by William Doane, at a cost of 15 
thousand dollars, which included 
the cost of the furniture for the Ma­ 
yer, the Council room 
and the 
furnishings of the prison in the 
basement. But why the firebell in 
the tower on the top of this build­ 
ing? 
It would be quite interesting to 
trace the history of Circleville^ 
“fire arm y”—sometimes called the 
“ water army” , from the beginning 
of the ‘bucket brigade’ up to the 
present. But this sketch only has to 
do with the days of the steam pum­ 
pers and the volunteer pay princi­ 
ple. 
* * * 
THE CIRCLEVILLE Fire De-, 
partment, in those days, consisted 
of 130 members, divided into four 
companies. The organization was 
created and controlled by the City, 
and the officers, during the time of 
fires and when on parade, had po­ 
lice powers. 
The Chief Engineer of the entire 
department was “ Nick” Wm H. 
Nicholas (Fred’s dad); his first as­ 
sistant was T. H. Casper and the 
second assistant was Charles Mc­ 
Lean. 
The No. I Company, made up of 
40 members, had in charge the 
steam engine called “ Circleville” .

Records reveal that in those 
days, the town had been quite free 
of destructive fires, proving the ef­ 
fectiveness of our fine groups of 
I firefighters. 
It is the old bell, which outside 
interests wanted us to tear out of 
the tower, that was used to call 
from their homes or their work, the 
many tireless volunteers, who gave 
us such protection. 
Even if the old bell has no longer 
any practical use, or never rings 
again—sentimentally it’s priceless 
so let’s leave it right where it is 
and dedicate it as a memorial to 
all of Roundtown’s faithful fire­ 
men—past and those of today.

It is 
considerably less chilly right now.

The 
big meeting of Commu nist ov er­ 
lords in the Kremlin cou ld p u t a 
Au sh on talk of p eacefu l coex ist- j 
ence and p oint to a hardening of j 
the cold war. These dev elop ments 
can only mean the su staining of 
the arm am ents race, with its great 
demand for many commodities.

The constru c­ 
tion indu stry has been a big con­ 
su mer of raw materials — steel, 
cement, lu mber, hardware — and 
has op ened m arkets for the raw 
m aterials that go into home fu rn­ 
is h ing and ap p liances.

At any event, the auto industry’s 
demand for raw m aterials seems 
likely to hold for a while. 
More housing starts this spring 
than last are predicted by the 
Home I/oan Board. The construc­ 
tion industry has been a big con­ 
sumer of raw materials — steel, 
cement, lumber, hardware — and 
has opened markets for the raw 
materials that go into home turn­ 
ip shing and appliances. The end of 
that boom — long predicted — has 
yet to be actually sighted. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
has cheering words for farm ers, 
too. The price of farm products 
rose in January and Benson ex­ 
pects them to rise even higher in 
the spring. Expectation of a later 
rise may stave off “ the February 
break” this time. 
Export markets are improving. 
E u ro p e ’s great industrial re v iv a l- 
boosted later perhaps by plans to 
rearm Western Germany — has 
created a rising demand for steel 
and copper and petroleum. That 
demand has recently boosted the 
price of copper here. It sustains 
prices for many other commodi­ 
ties. 
These 
are the 
strong 
factors 
underlying the markets. There are 
some weak factors, too, however. 
N-ume brokers say the stock m ar­ 
ket may still be in for a bigger 
correction than occurred early in 
January. The huge surpluses of 
farm commodities and the greatly 
increased capacity for producing 
many industrial commodities over­ 
hang the markets And, then Feb­ 
ruary does have that bad name.
